Washington, March 9.— The situa­ 
tion that has resulted in the sudden 
movement of 20,000 troops toward the 
Mexican frontier and the hurrying of 
2,000 marines and five warships to the 
gulf is gradually unfolding itself. 
Officials of the war and navy depart 
ments still contend that the mobilizing 
of one-quarter of th** entire regular 
army along the Mexican line is for the 
puriKJse of holding joint army and 
navy war games, but the fact that it 
is intended chiefly as a military dem­ 
onstration for the protection of Ameri­ 
can 
and 
other 
foreign 
properties 
in Mexic o is already becoming more j 
certain. 
There is, however, another eonsid 
•ration which influenced the president 
and his advisers to order this impres­ 
sive force to the Mexican border, 
it I 
was learned that Mexico, about two 
weeks ago, formally protested to the 
state department that the American 
side of the dividing line was not being 
projM-rly patrolled. 
The contention of the Mexican gov­ 
ernment was that the revolutionists 
had Lh‘< n able to use the American 
side as a base of operation. 
The Mex 
iean troops were, of course, powerless 
to invade American territory. 
This protest on the part of Mexico 
undoubtedly has been considered it 
connection with the desire of this gov 
•rnment to indicate its disposition to 
insure the protection of foreign prop 
erty in Mexico in the event of the Dias 
government failing to cope with the 
situation. 
It is apparent from 
the develop 
ments that the extraordinary move 
ment of troops to the Mexican bordel 
is purely a precautionary measure. 


In Event of Contingency. 


At present the United States has no 
intention of crossing the frontier into 
Mexico. 
The purpose of sending the 
troops into Texas is merely; to have 
them available in the event of a con­ 
tingency endangering American or oth 
er foreign interests in Mexico. 
Likewise the mobilization is intend­ 
ed to forestall any formal representa­ 
tion by European governments. 
By its activity the United 
States 
tacitly notifies the European powers 
that it stands ready to protect foreign 
property if the Diaz administration I 
fails in its duty. 
This undoubtedly is 
the Interpretation put upon the action 
of the war and navy departments by , 
the representatives of foreign govern­ 
ments in Washington. 
To sum up the situation the United 
States is’ massing one-quarter of the 
entire regular army now in the coun­ 
try along the Mexican border for the 
purpose of aweing the Mexican revolu­ 
tionists; of putting its forces in a po­ 
sition to act in the event of an emer-1 
gency and of quieting any apprehen­ 
sion that foreign governments may 
have had of their interests in Mexico. 
A denial was made by officers of 
the British embassy that any formal 
representations had been made to the 
state department in regard to the Mex-j 
lean situation by Ambassador Bryce.

Floating Homes For Flying Fish In the 
Sargasso Sea. 
Science is beginning to know a good 
deal more than It formerly did about 
that strange ‘‘drowned meadow” in 
the Atlantic ocean southwest of the 
Azores which Is called the Sargasso 
sea. 
j 
It is. as is well understood, a vast 
' accumulation of a kind of seaweed 
I which, upheld at the surface of the 
water by innumerable little air vessels 
that act as floats, is continually re- 
1 newed by the breaking up of Its fronds 
and the growth of the broken parts. 
Many fishes have established their 
homes in it as well as numerous swim­ 
ming crabs, small cuttlefish and quite 
a variety of other creatures, 
i 
Most remarkable of all its inhabit- 
J ants is the mouse fish. which has pee- ! 
1 to rn I fins developed in such a way as j 
to resemble arms. 
By these It holds 
on to the fronds of the weed. a crea­ 
ture of solitary habits, highly carnivo­ 
rous and always waiting for some 
prey to come within roach. 
It Is a I 
fish of very peculiar appearance, with 
ever so many queer looking appen­ 
dages, and In color it imitates closely 
I the plant that affords it shelter, being 
green with white spots. 
The flying fishes that inhabit the 
floating meadow make ball-like nests 
out of fronds of the weed as big as 
1 two fists. 
Such balls are found tloat- 
I ing and appear as if knit together 
with elastic threads. 
They are filled 
with eggs. 
Professor Louis Agassiz 
mistook them for nests of the mouse 
fish, but Dr. Theodore Gill, an emi­ 
nent authority, has proved this to have 
been an error. 
Each one of these 
nests is composed of a single frond, 
which by commencing with the slen- 
derest outer branehlets and peeling 
them successively off can be spread 
out entire.—New York World.
